UCH sympathy will be felt with the protest on a later page of this issue 
against the dismal rigours of the cross-Channel passage, although why 
the author should pick on the French when the British, uniformed and 
suspicious, loom over him at home ports may be an example of not seeing the wood 
for the trees. In any case, customs men are the same the world over, and ports 
only just escape dreariness even under a tropic sun and within sight of palm trees. 
Channel ports, swept by the spume of the wind-blown narrows, are soul-shattering. 

The motorist’s grouse against the Channel passage is long and complex. The 
major headings are, besides customs formalities, the shocking expense of the 
passage for indifferent amenities, the high booking fee charged by the motoring 
organizations, and the general complexity in which all the bodies concerned have a 
vested interest. None the less a reasonable frame of mind must be assumed before 
judging under these heads. 

Customs formalities are Government matters, and only the lobbying of M.P.s is 
likely to change those. The late Mr. Ernest Bevin was a champion of simplicity, 
but even he failed to achieve much against the intense nationalism of today. Car 
transport across the Channel is in too few hands, with British Railways powerfully 
represented, and the half-hearted competition of pre-war has disappeared in charges 
of a suspicious similarity; why are costs never disclosed for these services? The 
organization’s booking fee is high—it is what the traffic bears, to charge which is 
good business—but it must be remembered that the carnet and its implicit 
guarantee would not exist if it had not been for international motoring organiza- 
tions, and the business parallel here is the patented device of which the cost 1s often 
arbitrary. 

What we should like to sce is a more earnest endeavour to simplify the com- 
plexity and lower the charges; at the moment there is no evidence of any effort being 
made. But can it reasonably be expected from bodies whose interest is commer- 
cial, an adjective that applies to any modern tax-hungry government as well as to 
ship-owners and motoring organizations? 


Like a Flash 


TOCKPORT magistrates and a local police sergeant may congratulate them- 
selves on having caught up with a Construction and Use regulation the 
infringement of which has been going on for years, but that is all that can 

be said for their punishment of a driver for using a direction indicator which did 
not conform—one of the flashing variety. There are times when the law is at 
loggerheads with common sense in this country, but on such occasions the police 
and magistrates usually prefer to ally themselves with rte latter, and flashing 
indicators, fitted to a great number of European and American cars, have been 
used without hindrance for some years. Now, however, Stockport, England, has 
put its foot down, and visiting motorists had better beware. 

This journal has, from time to time, drawn attention to the necessity for inter- 
national unity on indicators. It preserves an open mind as to which signalling 
device is best, fully aware that all have their drawbacks, but it does at least recognize 
the necessity for doing something before anarchy reigns over direction indicators 
and cars are fitted with signalling devices whose purpose becomes clear only when 
the vehicle has executed the turn which the signal was intended to presage. 

There is one real fear in our minds over the lack of action in this matter, and 
it is that ultimately British motorists will be called upon by an ill-conceived law 
to use manual signalling for turns. Readers know full well our aversion from the 
excessive hand-flapping that goes on in this country at any and every opportunity, 
and our almost psychopathic dislike of it is, we feel, fully justified when hand 
signals are used for fast turns. Cornering, particularly with some steering ratios, 
is no time for the emulation of a Balinese temple dancer through the open window.

of other lands, or on the other hand possess qualities that 
make them sufficiently attractive when judged by absolute 
standards. Here we have neither the production facilities 
nor the mentality to copy the type of car produced in the 
U.S.A. on the one hand, while the very small cars referred 
to previously would not suit some markets. British cars at 
present in production can perhaps be described relative to 
world production as being of a medium size with an accent 
on detail finish. It is desirable that the performance should 
be comparable with that of the large cars, yet the fuel con- 
sumption be comparable with that of the small ones; but 
it is very difficult, if not impossible, to obtain both these 
qualities at once in the same car. As usually applies with 
design, a useful compromise can generally be arrived at 
that will to a very large extent meet the requirements of all 

Some qualities possessed by a car are easily assessed, while 
others are not. For example, the time taken to accelerate 
from 40 to 60 m.p.h. on top gear, or the amount of room in 
the back seat, can be measured in a very short time, and 
they are absolute values. Other qualities are more difficult 
to determine, as they are factors that are influenced by con- 
ditions of use. Petrol consumption can be considered in 
this category, and to ascertain the effect of fuel consumption

ing several thousand miles of road use has recently been 
made. 

In detail the object of the test was to determine the effect 
on fuel consumption of variations in road speed, type of 
road, variations in load, stopping and starting, traffic con- 
ditions, and the use of a free wheel. From this data it is 
hoped to be possible to determine the expected fuel consump- 
tion for different types of users by showing the effect of 
differing conditions. 

The car on which these tests were carried out was one 
of the latest examples of the 2.1-litre Rover 75 saloon, pro- 
vided for test purposes by the manufacturers. It was in 
absolutely standard trim and in no way specially tuned or 
prepared for_this particular task. Why, it may be asked, 
was a Rover chosen for these tests? That question can 
best be answered by listing some of the qualities possessed 
by the car that will show that it can be considered as very 
representative of modern British design. By this it is not 
intended to convey the impression that the car is in the 
popular low-priced class, but rather that it contains features 
that are found on both high- and low-priced cars. 

Table 1 shows the relative position of the Rover compared 
with other saloon cars produced by the British industry, as 
reflected by data previously published in The Autocar. As 
far as a mathematical average can be relied upon to present 
a true picture of the conditions, the position occupied by the 
Rover is very close to what can be considered as average. 
In detail it is slightly below average on price and engine 
capacity, yet slightly above average on weight, b.h.p., wheel- 
base and overall length. These average figures do not, of 
course, take into account the number of cars produced by 
each manufacturer, but are based on the models listed. 

In an endeavour to obtain results of the utmost reliability 
a rigid test routine was observed and the number of vari- 
ables caused by the human factor reduced as much as pos- 
sible. For example, the car was driven for the whole of the 
tests by one driver. This was done to eliminate the varia- 
tions that might be brought about because of differences in 
driving style. “Also, as far as was possible, the tests that 
were directly comparable were carried out in direct succes- 
sion to reduce the effect that might be caused by changes in 
weather conditions. To eliminate the possibility of the 
effect of a change in engine tune, brought about by use on 
what was a relatively long test, no running was done with 


Below A summary of the results obtained is shown in this 

table. All but three fuel consumption figures recorded are 

for tests carried out over a distance of 100 miles (see column 
two) and only one distance is less than too miles 
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the car between tests other than that required to get to and 
from the particular routes selected for the tests 

Two road circuits were used for the majority of the test- 
ing, one a typical fifty-mile stretch of main road with no 
gradient steeper than those referred to in The Autocar 
Road Tests as normal main road hills. The other was a 
twenty-five mile stretch of hilly country in the Cotswolds 
that included a large number of minor roads and a short 
“colonial” section. <A standard test length of 100 miles was 
covered. Consequently, the main road stretch was 
traversed in both directions once, while the hilly section was 
covered twice in each direction. This method was chosen 
in preference to a circular route to compensate for the effect 
of wind direction. A distance of at least 100 miles is con- 
sidered to be the minimum to ensure consistent and accu- 
rate results, together with simplified fuel measuring equip- 
ment. This system of a minimum of one hundred miles 
per run was rigidly observed on all tests except one, that 
performed in heavy traffic 

It was intended to carry that test over the standard dis- 
tance and the car was taken to the centre of Birmingham 
to obtain the necessary conditions. But the traffic density

Escapism ? 


OURNALISTS, engineers and, in- 
deed, many professional and 
business men, suffer from the quantity 
of literature which it is necessary for 
them to look through if they are to 
keep abreast of the times in matters 
affecting them.

Another paragraph that catches my 
eye records that the number of fatal 
accidents on the roads in France is 
lower now than it was 20 years ago in 
spite of the trerhendous increase in 
traffic.

road increased in the same period from 
one-and-a-half to two-and-a-half mil- 
lion. 

Traffic in France is fast, but there is 
a uniformity about road speeds that is 
an aid to safety.

Waves 


T seems to this motorist that there 

has been a considerable deteriora- 
tion in road surfaces over the past two 
years, not so much manifested in the 
appearance of pot-holes as in a change 
of contour, resulting in pronounced 
waves. I wonder if the results are con- 
firmed by road engineers? This would 
be a logical result of the lack of main- 
tenance other than patching, and, in- 
deed, patching is likely to aggravate 
wavy conditions. It is also noticeable 
that the authorities are inclined to let 
the standards slip for roads subject to 
the 30 m.p.h. limit; there are several on 
which I travel that are becoming pur- 
gatory at 25 to 30 m.p.h. and I have 
considerable sympathy for cyclists who 
can be seen doing a skilful avoiding act. 

It used to be fashionable to boast of 
the perfect surfaces of this country and 
the execrable ones overseas, but it 
seems to me that the boast in the near 
future will be true only of the few main 
roads that pass through each county 
and that county highway engineers are 
proud of. Certainly some of the Lon- 
don streets from which tramlines have 
not been taken up are a disgrace to a 
civilized country.

REMARKABLE ULSTER RACE 


B.R.M.s 


ET another of the few formula 1 
Y races of 1952 has come and gone 
—and the B.R.M.s have still to 
prove their worth. In the Ulster Trophy 
race, sponsored by the News of the World 
and organized last Saturday by the Ulster 
Automobile Club, two of the cars came 
to the line after the scenes of last-minute 
practice and panic which have come to be 
associated with the name of B.R.M., and 
neither of them put up a performance 
worthy of mention. Starting at the back 
of the grid, they never looked like leading 
the race; one car fell out after three un- 
happy laps, and the second—driven by 
Fangio himself—was beset with troubles 
throughout and never got in front of 
Hawthorn’s 2-litre Cooper-Bristol

FAIL AGAIN IN 


That the race was run under formula 1 
rules at all proved a mistake, as matters 
turned out. Of the 19 entrants, thirteen 
actually started, and of these at least three 
had no very great expectation of life. 
Fastest time in the official practice period 
had been made by Piero Taruffi, driving 
C. A. Vandervell’s Ferrari Thin Wall 
Special, newly fitted with the latest type of 
4}-litre 12-cylinder 24-plug engine; his 
time, however, was over 70 sec slower than 
Farina’s lap record set up last year in the 
Type 158 Alfa Romeo. Only one B.R.M. 
oT ae arriving at the last minute on 

riday evening and driven for a few laps 
in turn by Fangio and Stirling Moss; the 
former did one lap in Sm 0s (6 sec faster 
than the Ferrari) but the car did not sound 
too happy. Second official fastest time 
in practice was put up by J. M. Haw- 
thorn, driving John Cooper's Cooper- 
Bristol in place of his own, in 5m 9s; but 
during the second practice period the car 
ran short of water through the radiator 
cap not having been properly secured, and 
a leak developed, bubbles appearing in 
the radiator header tank when the cngine 
was running. This meant either a cracked 
cylinder head or—more probably—a blown 
gasket, as the head might well have dis- 
torted through overheating; but in the 
absence of suitable spares nothing could 
be done. The water pump was also 
damaged, and one was borrowed from a 
private owner's Bristol for the race, while 
the old remedy of mustard in the water 
was resorted to in an attempt to cure the 
leak. 

Race day was cold and showery, with 
fitful sunshine; and it was on a damp road 
that the cars lined up for the main event 
The fact that there is no such thing as 
bad publicity was well illustrated by the

large crowd which had turned out to 
watch the race, mainly on account of the 
B.R.M.s, in spite of their default in prac- 
tice and the confused and pessimistic 
reports resulting from the last-minute 
work on the cars. In the first row were 
Taruffi’s Ferrari, Hawthorn’s Cooper- 
Bristol and Louis Rosier with the 4}- 
litre Ferrari in which he had won at Albi 
on the previous Sunday. Next came 
Giraud-Cabantous (Talbot) and Joe Kelly 
1}-litre two-stage-supercharged Alta): 
then the young Scottish driver Ron Flock- 
hart (E.R.A.), R. Baird (Maserati-Griffin 
and Etancelin (Talbot). The remainder 
of the field comprised G. N. Richardson 
R.R.A.), Oscar Moore (Jaguar-engined 
H.W.M.), Bira (4}-litre Osca) and the 
B.R.M.s of Fangio and Moss. The last- 
named car had not practised at all, and 
had overheated while being driven from 
Belfast to Dundrod before the race; it 
was stated that the engine was still tight, 
but the trouble appeared to be rather 
deeper-seated than that. 

The start—like everything else in this 
race——was extraordinary Hawthorn shot 
off the mark like a rocket, passing the 
bridge at the end of the pits with a fifty 
yard lead from Kelly's Alta; but the latter 
overhauled him to lead into the first 
corner. Taruffi and Moss were both left 
on the grid with stalled engines, the latter 
because the B.R.M. clutch had failed just 
before the flag fell. He was quickly 
pushed off; but Taruffi’s Ferrari remained 
for what seemed like minutes while a 
consultation took place; then the electric 
starter was once more produced, the 
engine fired and he, too, screamed away 
towards Leathemstown 

Meanwhile Hawthorn, in the little 
Cooper-Bristol, had repassed Kelly's Alta,

November, 1951, it represented a complete post-war conception with the 
exception of its long stroke six-cylinder engine, which was a legacy from 
the cars of the previous series. Even so, it offered an exceptional amount of 
space for passengers and luggage, with a fine top gear performance, a very com- 
fortable ride, and road-holding qualities which surprised most of those who drove 
it. Recently it has been possible to test a later example fitted with one of the 
“ over-square ” engines now in and it is clear that what was already 
a good car is now considerably improved. In fact, its performance is now so 
good that in this respect it can hold its own with specialist cars costing more 
than twice the price. 

The short-stroke engine has a slightly smaller swept volume than the old one 
—a mere matter of 5 c.c.—but it an extra 5.7 b.h.p. As installed in 
the car, it shows a gain of 14 Ib ft in maximum torque and yields a much flatter 
torque curve, promising an even better range of top gear performance. In 
practice there are gains of a fraction of a second in each of the acceleration 
ranges covered in the tabulations. When accelerating through the gears from 
a standstill the time to reach 30 m.p.h. is reduced by nearly a second, and there 
is a saving of 14 seconds in the time to reach 50 m.p.h. 

To seek another basis of comparison within the General Motors Corporation, 
one may take the Chevrolet fitted with the Powerglide transmission, which is 
a car well known to a great number of people throughout the world. By using 
the gears the Velox will outperform the Chevrolet in maximum speed 
and in acceleration, despite the fact that the Vauxhall was tested on

British Pool petrol, whereas The Autocar Road Test of the 
Chevrolet was carried out on good quality fuel in Belgium 
This is a remarkable achievement for a car which has an 
engine of only 2} litres compared with the 3.8 litres of the 
Chevrolet, for the Vauxhall offers seating space and luggage 
capacity generally comparable with these features of the 
larger American car, except for a few inches on the width. 

The distance covered on this Velox test was greater than 
usual, totalling some 1,600 miles. One driver covered ex- 
actly 1,000 miles on it in the course of an ordinary working 
week, most of it at average speeds in the region of 50 m.p.h. 
On one exceptional occasion 60 miles were covered in an 
hour at night and several other stretches of 20 miles were 
covered in as many minutes. Under this really hard driving 
the car achieved an overall fuel consumption of 22.7 m.p.g 
for 1,000 miles, which included the performance tests, and, 
still better, in excess of 25 m.p.g. over nearly 1,300 miles 
It is difficult to think of any other car which could maintain 
such high speeds on any smaller amount of fuel. When 
driven more gently the Vauxhall’s appetite dropped sharply 
and at normal touring speeds figures up to 28 m.p.g. could 
be obtained without difficulty. 

The Velox exhibits qualities of steering and road-holding 
which until recently could be obtained in only a few high- 
performance sporting models. The ride is exceptionally 
comfortable, level and well damped, and the cruising speed

N®r. very long before June 1 and the 
Prix de Monte Carlo, for sports cars 
up to 2 litres engine capacity, the Céte 
d’Azur had been reminiscent of the 
famous deluge at Silverstone, with rain 
even washing whole houses into the sea; 
but before the cars began to arrive for 
practice the weather had settled down to 
the French Riviera tradition of hot sun- 
shine eased a little by cool breezes. Cer- 
tainly Monaco presented its radiant dis- 
play of distinctive, loftily perched houses, 
geraniums growing like weeds, and a 
range of colours made the more crisp by 
the gleaming white of newly arrived faces 
from England.

ANTIPODEAN 
ALL-ROUNDER

"Tsvor is no denying that my family and I are not 


sports-racing car enthusiasts. Memories stretching 
back into earliest childhood make it abundantly clear 

that most of our motoring has been done in touring cars. 
have no distinct recollection of the Iris in which my motor- 
ing started, but must have travelled long distances between 
the two bucket seats, with much luggage piled behind 
This was a fast touring car in its day. It was made in 1908, 
had a Brooklands lap speed slightly in excess of 80 m.p.h., 
and, under favourable conditions, would approach ninety. 
All the family cars that followed, and for that matter 
preceded, the Iris were touring cars. The most scantily 
bodied of them, the low-chassis Invicta, was nevertheless 
pre-eminently a touring car with a fair turn of speed. My 
wife’s family had owned a series of open-bodied Delages, 
so that after the Hitler war we not unnaturally set about 
looking for a car which would take two people and a reason- 


able amount of luggage long distances as quickly as any-- 


thing else on the road, and which could be entered for an 
occasional hill-climb without being too far behind sports- 
racing cars and local specials. 

Among new and second-hand cars available in New 
Zealand we could not find what we wanted. The sports 
touring cars weren’t fast enough and the cars endowed with 
an acceptable performance were little better than four- 


wheeled motor cycles. So in the end we supplanted our 
faithful 1,000 c.c. Square Four Ariel with a 350 Triumph 
Twin, a Vincent Rapide and a 2-litre Sunbeam-Talbot 
tourer for occasions when a motor cycle would not serve. 
With these, singly or in combination, we had a great deal of 
fun and covered fifty or sixty thousand miles in the imme- 
diate post-war years. 

The advent of the Jaguar XK120 introduced new possi- 
bilities. It was the car for which we, and apparently 
hundreds of other motorists for one reason or another, had 
been waiting. It offered luggage accommodation and a 
reasonable performance; we felt that on straight roads it 
might even keep up with a fastish motor cycle, but we 
expected snags. 

First impressions on the arrival of the car showed that 
the engine was quiet and smooth and the whole pleasant 
and stimulating to drive, far beyond expectations. There 
were one or two snags—the clutch and brake pedals were a 
little awkwardly placed, the seat was inclined backwards 
too much, and rattles developed underneath. We were on 
the verge of returning it when we discovered that there was 
no starting handle and, what was worse, no hole to put it 
through had there been one! On our first long trip over 
dusty roads we found that dust entered the cockpit to an 
embarrassing extent, and that parts of the undergear were 
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vulnerable to stone damage. Running at high speeds on 
the shingle roads we have here subjects the underneath parts 
of a car to a tremendous hammering. I remember the front 
of the rear brake back-plates on a 3-litre Bentley we owned 
being completely worn away by stones on the very fast 
South Island roads, and the substantial running board 
brackets battered out of shape, so that petrol tank and other 
vital parts had to be protected by sheathing. Likewise on 
the XK various measures were employed to protect the 


undergear. 
Mechanically the car gave no trouble and seemed to have 
been well assembled. We have done all the servicing our- 


have found the Jaguar service departmen 
helpful, in a manner reminiscent of that of the makers of 
some very expensive pre-war cars. We soon discovered 
that the speedometer was approximately 12 per cent opti- 
mistic and that the revolution counter showed 300 r.p.m. 
more than it should have done at 5,000 r.p.m. This was 
no surprise as theoretical calculation had already shown 
that, leaving out tyre growth, the 3.6 to | gear ratio gave 
110 m.p.h. at 5,000 r.p.m., a figure which seemed likely to 
be the true maximum speed. 

The question of luggage accommodation led to some 
trouble at Ohakea Aerodrome races. The space behind the 
seats normally occupied by hood and side curtains had been

stuffed with various essential items of our small son’s ward- 
robe. Before practice I decided that it was unnecessary to 
fasten back the passenger seat. However, the car had not 
completed many laps before the seat came forward under 
braking, and baby’s napkins began to flow into the cockpit. 
I held them down with one hand, not wishing to stop as the 
practice period was nearly over, but, in spite of this, items 
of infant clothing were dotted all round the circuit! Slightly 
embarrassed young men were presenting my wife with 
salvaged articles for some time afterwards. 

The first competition for which we entered the XK was 
the Packakariki hill-climb organized by the New Zealand 
Sports Car Club. This is an old and famous hill with a 
wide variety of bends and gradients, a part of the main north 
highway over which passed the whole of the traffic going 
north before the coast road was opened in 1940. It rises 
from sea level to about 800 feet in just over two miles, with 
about thirty bends in all. For the XK it meant second and 
third gear all the way. From the summit there is a fine view 
of curving coastline to the north, with Mount Ruapehu, an 
occasionally active volcano and ski-ing ground, 
visible on a clear day more than a hundred he tay away. To 
the south the mountainous northern end of the South Island, 
across forty miles of turbulent water, is a never-ending 
source of interest. A few miles out to sea lies the bird

found it perfectly practicable to carry camping gear and 
cover between 500 and 600 miles a day on an average assort- 
ment of New Zealand roads. Our son sleeps on a mattress 
in the space between the passenger seat and the scuttle, and 


“You will never make it in that car.” 
However, short of a six-foot shingle bank into a river ford 
or a twenty-foot snowdrift, we usually do, thanks to a 
reasonable ground clearance and good traction. Sometimes 
on ski-ing trips the car has to stand out for days on end in 
driving snow, which finds its way into every crevice and 
fills the cockpit im spite of hood and side curtains. On 
unsealed roads the car is at its best, as the pronounced 
under-steering tendency, typical of XKs, disappears. 
All things considered, the car has proved far more 
interesting than we expected. I am sorry only that regula- 
tions for sports car events encourage racing, rather than 
touring, sports cars, and that it has been necessary for 
Jaguar’s to produce a sports-racing car quite unsuitable for 
touring in order to compete with others on level terms. I 
feel that great credit is due to them for the successes that 
have been achieved with touring-bodied XK120s.

WIND EFFECTS 
The Aerodynamically * Soft Underbelly 


[64250.}—Your excellent article “Winds” (May 16), by John 
P. Milford Reid, would seem to discuss the problem from a 
one-sided viewpoint. Granted that the superior streamlined car 
must of necessity give a better performance than the square 
rig, as far as speed and petrol consumption are concerned, and 
that such streamlining must remain paramount importance 
as far as concerns uero-work and racing cars, there are many 
other facets which should be considered in their true perspec- 
tive. For example, looking at the two illustrations on page 595, 
I would venture to suggest that the old saloon had a good deal

When the underpan of the vehicle has been cleaned up then, 
perhaps, we could eliminate much of the tortured sheet metal 
work which nowadays, in the much abused name of “ stream- 
lining,” merely serves to provide additional frontal aspect.

But, whatever the 
explanation, I am sure if someone went into production with a 
composite car of this nature it would sell like hot cakes, and I, 
for one, would delight to try it at the next production car meeting 
against the latest models.

SAFETY GLASS 
One Who Has Made His Choice 


[64253.]—Having read your article of May 2 under the heading 
of “Safery Glass,” I was inclined to sit back and say no more, 
since I am in the position recommended by you, namely, I have 
had fitted to my screen the glass of my choice, laminated. But 
with the many thousands of cars on the road fitted with 
toughened glass screens, the old naval adage does not apply— 
Blow you, Jack, I’m all right!—for while I am immune from 
ramming the other car, yet the driver of the other car is not 
immune from ramming me, what time he is busy steering per 
mirror and side window and applying his brakes full strength, 
having lost vision through the breakage of his toughened glass 
screen. 

Of course, the circumstances, as you say, being average, he 
will pull up in a dead straight line, these circumstances com- 
prising all four tyre treads in good condition, pressures correctly 
set, brake linings all in good condition, brake adjustments cor- 
rect, braking reaction time good and reserve store of innate 
courage not in short supply. A non-skid surface will also be 
a help 

1 concede that this fear runs counter to the findings of the 
industry and of insurance companies, but may not the lack of 
claims for toughened glass screens be owed to the simple fact 
that dead men tell no tales—and nfake no claims? In a head- 
on collision, inevitably damaged screens will be one effect. Who 
is to say that a damaged toughened screen was not the cause ? 

You quote the case of a Rocky Mountain motorist having 
his laminated screen damaged and being glad that it was not 
of toughened glass. The glass manufacturers stress that what 
might happen seldom does—but what might have happened on 
that mountain road with a toughened screen ? 

Some months ago you printed a Canadian report, mentioning 
that Canadian mountain motorists would not for a moment 
entertain toughened glass screens, and yet the glass manufac- 
turers claim that a broken toughened screen has never caused 
an accident! One wonders why the Canadian mountain 
motorist should be so squeamish. On his screen breaking, al! 
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he has to do is to “ brake coolly and quickly, meantime making 
best use of his limited visibility, and there is no good reason why, 
in average circumstances, he should deviate very far from a 
straight line.” 

It is admitted that toughened glass was very acceptable years 
ago when laminated glass was so very prone to discoloration. 
Now, however, that this defect has been overcome, I feel that 
toughened glass should be banned for use in windscreens. 

You state that laminated glass can be dangerous, while 
toughened is harmless when broken. I contend that broken 
toughened glass can be dangerous. A couple of weeks subse- 
quent to my screen breaking, when the car had been cleaned of 
all obvious icles of glass, a passenger cut his hand slightly 
on a piece had been retained in a pleat of a seat cushion. 
If the work-hardened hand of a man can be lacerated by a 
fragment of toughened glass, how much more easily may the 
delicate membranes of the eye be ed by a similar frag- 
ment? After I had pushed out my 
remained a fringe of granulated glass in the framework, and my 
passengers remarked that pieces of broken glass were being pro- 
jected against their faces. 

You give test results with photographs tending to deprecate 
any feeling of alarm in the event of one’s toughened screen 
becoming opaque—and yet your captions to two of these pic- 
tures read: (a) “at an angle of 45 degrees . . . vision disap- 
pears”; (b) “it was generally agreed that . . . when the sun 
was shining directly on the screen . . . over a sector of 120 
degrees . . . no useful vision resulted.” And still, no case has 
ever occurred of a broken toughened glass screen causing an 
accident. 

Mention of the sun suggests that it may be somewhat im- 
politic to relate that it is not only when the sun is shining that 
a screen may be broken. Other weather conditions may prevail 
when a screen of toughened glass is rendered opaque. (1) In a 
heavy rainstorm; (2) during the half-light of the evening; (3 
in pitch darkness with or without oncoming head lights to add 
to one’s joys. 

Your tests to me savour of laboratory tests (in vitro) (!) and 
I would suggest that tests be undertaken (in vivo) under active 
service conditions, in all sorts of weather, at all s s, in day- 
light, dusk and dark, on varying road surfaces. Ost important 
of all—let each screen under test be broken entirely unex- 
pectedly, even as the occurrence happens to the unsuspecting 
driver on the road. 

In conclusion, sir, I would submit that, in my opinion, 
toughened glass screens with their liability to sudden opacity 
add one more risk to the road which could so easily be avoided 
by the standardization of laminated screens. Wray.

SQUARE ENGINES 
Farsightedness of Dr. F. W. Lanchester 


[64257.}—It may interest your readers to know that Lanchester 
engines, from their earliest inception, have adopted proportions 
in the region of “square.” The 10 and 12 h.p. cars of 1899- 
1904 were 5}in bore x 5{fin stroke. The 20 and 28 h.p. four- 
and six-cylinders of 1905 were 4in bore x 3in stroke, the 25 and 
38 h.p. four- and six-cylinders of 1911-1914 (and until the end 
of the first World War) were 4in bore x 4in stroke. The 40 h.p. 
six-cylinder of 1919-1931 was 4in bore x Sin. stroke. 

In, or about, 1909 Dr. F. W. Lanchester presented a Paper 
to the Institution of Automobile Engineers strating that 
cylinder dimensions approximating the so-called “square 
engine” gave the maximum power for minimum weight. It 
is indeed strange that it has taken so long for the world’s 
automobile designers to discover the fundamental soundness 
of Dr. Lanchester’s theory and practice.

Indianapolis record, while during the race 
he was running beautifully and had picked 
up seven places (from 19th to 12th) when 
his rear wheel collapsed on the 40th Jap 
He practised with the single-ignition 
engine used by Gonzalez at Silverstone 
and in the German and Italian Grands 
Prix, but used the twin-ignition engine 
three Webers) for the actual race. By 
comparison with the harsh, strained snarl 
of the Offenhauser (known as Meyer and 
Drake) engines, both the Ferrari and the 
Cummins diesel seemed quiet as ghosts. 

There was something else new during 


qualification runs, besides the staggering 
speed achieved by Chet Miller’s blue and 
white Novi Pure Oil Special—139.9 m.p.h 
—before fusing a piston; later he covered 
four laps at 139.4 m.p.h.! George Connor 
achieved the distinction of emerging 
absolutely unscathed from the most pheno 
menal slide ever seen at Indianapolis. He 
was wheeling his Federal Engineering 
Special at 165 m.p.h. along the grandstand 
straight when the crankshaft broke. Rear 
wheels locked, Connor broadsided in a 
ghostly mist of rubber, spun through 
180 degrees to the obbligato of tyre shricks, 
then proceeded backwards at 100 m.p.h 
towards the south-west banking wall, 
which he missed by a few feet. During 
the last 300 yards of his skid, Connor 
actually attempted to steer the car back- 
wards (“I don’t know whether it helped 
or not!” said he) and came to a stop with 
holes burned through his inner tubes 

Technically, aside from the vastly im- 
proved Cummins diesel and the Ferrari, 
there was nothing really new this year 
Of the usual 33 entries, 29 were powered 
by the good old Meyer and Drake twin- 
cam, four-cylinder chore-horse, mostly 
unblown and of 4}-litre displacement. The 
latest “Offies” are about 50lb heavier 
owing to reinforced crankcase webbing 
and a much sturdier clutch housing, while 
here and there fuel injection displaces car- 
burettors; but these engines still peak out 
at around 6,000 r.p.m., and are still pushed 
regularly up to 7,000 r.p.m. by “do-or- 
bust” qualifiers, much to the displeasure 
of designer Lou Meyer. No one can tell 
you about the power output for the simple 
reason that no two of these engines are 
alike 

Many of the cars (including this year’s 
winner) still cling to the tubular Bugatti- 
type front axle mounted below a trans- 
verse spring, though torsion bars now 
adorn practically all rear-end assemblies. 

The Cummins diesel’s fabulously high 
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first day qualifying speed, which earned 
Fred Agabashian pole position, was an 
eye-opener that startled everyone, yet the 
odds quoted against this combination win- 
ning were 15 to 1. The reason was that 
the peculiar slope of the big six-cylinder, 
6}-litre, centrifugally blown engine ° sup- 
posedly causes heavy front tyre wear, par- 
ticularly the right one which takes steering 
strain on an anti-clockwise course. How- 
ever, cooling and not tyre trouble 
eliminated this trim, squat giant, the body 
of which was daubed with a yellow and 
orange combination reminiscent of a 
clown’s costume. Cummins, by the way, 
had a diesel car running at Indianapolis as 
far back as 1934. 

The two big front-drive V-cight 3-litre 
supercharged Novis of Duke Nalon and 
Chet Miller were quoted by the bookies 
at 7 to 1 (on par with the Ferrari be iu 
noted ! ), yet both were disappointing and 
retired. The same held true of the rear- 
and front-drive Blue Crowns handled 
respectively by Henry Banks and Tony 
Bettenhausen. For some reason, speed was 
not one of their assets, Banks alone sur-
